MANY AIDED IN 
WELFARE WORK 


Association Reports 
Relief Results in 
Past 16 Years 


The social service department of 
the Muscatine Welfare association, 
which will conduct its annual drive 
Nov. 5 to 12, has served a total of 
2,845 different families since it was 
first organizéd 16 years ago, ac- 
cording to an “official statement 
made today by Mrs. Opal Zimmer- 
man Fore, county» social worker. 
The number has been increased 
each year until in the year 1930, a 
total of 451° families -wére given 
help. 

The unemployment depression 
has swelled this number until thus 
far, the total number for the year 
1931 has increased to 676. Each 
month recently, nearly 100 new 
families have appealed to the or- 
ganization. One-half of these fam- 
ilies have either relief or service 
which enables them to become in- 
dependent of the organization. 

Through the Public Health Bu- 
reau, preventative measures, clinics 
bed side care and hospital care has 
been given to the community. Value 
of the county wide program has 
been shown by the frequent re- 
quests from county residents, trus- 
tees and other officers when con- 
fronted with serious social prob- 
in surrounding communities. 
The work will be made possible for 
another year through the individ- 
ual contributions from citizens of 
the city.

Buckwheat cakes cannot be 
made in perfection without this ad- 
dition. But it should never be put 
in until just before they are baked. 
To make them brown nicely add 1 
teaspoon molasses and -beat vig- 
orously. ‘They should be as thin 
as can be and turned easily with 
a griddle.

Afterda edinet eonference on the subject of Philippine in- 
dependence,'the; President announced that he did not consider 
the time ripe for granting independence to the Philippine is- 
lands, and '‘that’it will be a long time before the Filipinos will 
be ready to govern themselves. 

The record of the United States in the.Philippines is one of 
the most shameful chapters in our history. During the Span- 
ish-American war the Filipinos were fighting 8 jat the 
same, ‘time that we were. We sent Dewey anc an American 
army to Manila to help the Filipinos win their indepéntfehce.

The net result’of the British election is a crushing deféat 


——————— 

Britain and the greatest victory won in years by the upper 
classes, the forces of reaction, the industrial and financial 
monopolists, the aristocracy, the international bankers and 
the rabid nationalistic and war-making elements. This defeat 
of the democratic forces of Great Britain comes in the midst 
of a most dangerous international situation and no one can 
tell what the final results will be. 

Nearly complete election figures show that the formerly 
powerful Labor party, which held 287 seats in the last parlia- 
ment, comes back with only 52. The Conservatives, who had 

. 260 seats in the last parliament, come back with 470. The Na- 
tional Liberals—opposed to Labor—won 63 seats, to 59 for- 
merly oceupied by the whole united Liberal party, while the 
Lloyd George Liberals—on the side of LLabor—won only four 
seats, The MacDonald, or National Laborites, won 14 seats. 

These results show that what really happened was that the 
Labor forces were badly split, voting two ways and thus en- 
abling the opposition to.slip in, The fact that there were two 
Labor tickets in many constituencies would be sufficient to 
reduce the real Labor party vote in these constituencies 
enough to elect the opposition. Another factor that contrib- 
uted to this result was the-surprisingly large vote of the Na- 
tional Liberals. Nearly “all: the so-called Liberals voted 
against Labor. The outstanding fact, however, is the ex- 
tremely large Conservative vote. 

The Labor party vote was a little more than 7,000,000 — it 
was a little more than a million less than it was when Labor 
won its great victory in the last election. This is more than 
accounted for by the split in the Labor vote between the reg- 
ular Labor party and the MacDonald Labor party, which un- 


‘-doubtedly received somewhere near a million votes. 


Considering this split, the Labor vote was as large, if not a 
seeder ger, than it was in the last election, showing that the 


bulk of the Labor forces remained‘true despite one. of the 
worst and most dangerous situations a labor-party. ever faced, 

The Labor party has suffered from the effects of weak and 
timid leadership, betrayal_by part ofits leaders, and its fail- 
ure in the midst of the greatest crisis in the history of Eng- 
land to attempt to put into effect its program of fundamental 
change. It resorted to capitalistic patchwork when capitalism 
was clearly breaking down,-instead-of-falling back on its own 
program of industrial democracy. This weakness and hesi- 
tation cost it the millions of votes gained by the Conserva- 
tives. If capitalism is to be patched up'and preserved, Con- 
servatives can do the job better than Socialists. This Labor 
defeat was a great and necessary lesson and will purge and 
purify British Labor and make it stronger than ever, but in 
the meantime, the world’s most powerful empire is in the 
hands of dangerous reactionaries.

For lowa-Ames Football Game

Jowa. Athletic Board 
Not Disappointed by 
Vote Outcome 


IOWA CITY, Ia—(INS) — The 
decision of the Western conference 
in denying permission for an Iowa- 
Ames post season charity football 
game will be regarded as final at 
the University of Iowa. 

This statement was issued here 
today by Dean C. C. Williams, chair- 
man of the Iowa board in control 
of athletics. After a telegram from 
Prof. William Marshall revealed 
that the Big Ten faculty committee 
members have voted negative on the 
proposition by mail. Professor Mar- 
shal is the committee's secretary. 

Iowa Not Disappointed 

Because they were reluctant to re- 
new gridiron rivalries with the Iowa 
State institution arid because they 
had believed from the outset that 
permission would not be granted, 
Iowa officials were not disappoint- 
ed by the outcome of the vote. 

It is felt here that the entire state 
should support the gridiron con- 
quests of both Ié6wa and Ames and 
that an intra-state contest would 
divide loyalties:and possibly create 
ill feeling sueh as sprang up at the 
last game, in 1920. 

Governor Endorsed It 

Opposition was considered here 
only after the American Legion un- 
employment committee and Gov. 
Dan Turner had endorsed it and a 
conference between President Wal- 
ter A. Jessup, President R. M. 
Hughes of Iowa State, Dr. E. H. 
Lauer of the athletic department 
here, and Governor Turner had been 
held at Des Moines. 

When the big six circuit voted 
permission for Ames to engage in 
the contest for the benefit of char- 
ity, the Iowa board agreed to peti- 
tion the Western conference for a 
similar permit. It was felt from the 
first, however, that the permit 
would not be granted because of 
previous plans for charity football 
games among members of the Big 
Ten, with pairings to be made on 
the basis of standings at the close 
of the regular season.

“Old Roman”

man, Charles A. Comiskey, goes to 
his final rest today.

Among those who have 
signified their intention of paying 
last respects to the late owner of 
the Chicago White Sox are Kene- 
gaw M. Landis, baseball’s high com- 
missioner, Will Harridge, president 
of the American League, Frank 
Navin, president of the Detroit Ti- 
gers, Clark Griffith, president of 
the Washington Senators, Robert 
Quihn, president of the Boston Red 
Sox, and representatives of every 
club in the American Léague. 

The National League will be rep- 
resented by John Heydler, its pres-

The funeral procession will lead 
from the Comiskey home to the St. 
Thomas the Apostle church where 
solemn requiem will be sung. 

Comiskey died Monday at the age 
of 72 at Eagle River, Wis. He was 
the only player in baseball history 
to achieve sole ownership of a Ma- 
jor League club.

COLDS GIVEN BY 
FAMOUS TRAINER 


Head of McGovern’s 
Gym Offers Advice 
To Victims 


In the following article the 
thirtieth of a series of talks to 
readers of The Free Press “Artie” 
McGovern, famous physical train- 
er and director of McGovern’s 
Gymnasium in New York, lays 
down some simple rules for health 
building.

NEW YORK—Even the person 
who claims he is “subject to colds” 
can, if he will, avoid this particu- 
larly disagreeable winter ailment, 
and it is at this season of the 
year when the temperature is so 
variable, that the first precautions 
against winter colds should be tak- 
en. 
The victim of frequent colds is 
the person whose general physi- 
cal resistance is at a low ebb and 
only strict adherence to hygienic 
living rules will serve to ward off 
these attacks. 
We can increase the resistance 
power of the skin against cold 
weather by increasing the circu- 
lation and gradually subjecting the 
body to lower temperatures. One 
of the best ways to accomplish this 
is »y means of a cold shower after 
the warm bath. However, for those 
persons who react unfavorably to 
the shock of cold water, a tepid 
bath is advised, but in either case 
always finish with a brisk rub- 
down. Use a rough towel and rub 
the body vigorously until the blood 
vessels have been stimulated to 
greater activity and the skin has 
a tingling sensation. 
Dry Hair Thoroughly 
If you plan to go-out of doors 
immediately after your bath, be 
sure that your hair is thoroughly 
dry. Never go from a warm room 
into the cold outdoor atmosphere 
while your hair is wet. If you use 
water to comb your hair in place, 
substitute oil or vaseline ‘if you can- 
not wait for the hair to dry before 
going out into winter weather. 
Probably the most flagrant vio- 
lation of health rules in this con- 
nection is the failure to provide

to| Plenty of fresh air in our rooms, 


especially at night. No matter 
how bitterly cold it may be, never 
sleep with the bedroom windows 
closed. Keep the body well covered 
with clothing that is not too heavy 
but is warm enough for comfort. 
Heavy blankets or comforters will 
only hamper the natural action of 
the body during sleep and induce 
a constant, mild perspiration which 
in itself may lead to a cold. 
Sudden Chills Dangerous 

In going from one temperature 
to another, be certain that your 
clothing is adapted to the change. 
Do not sit in a steam heated room 
in heavy garments, and on the 
other hand, don’t leave a warm 
atmosphere for a colder one with- 
out acditional clothing. You can- 
not expect tu avoid a cold if you 
subject your body to sudden chil- 
ling without sufficient protection. 
If you have already contracted 
a cold, be most careful about your 
diet and elimination. One always 
needs -food enough for heat and

PANAMA CITY — (INS) — The 
three. Affitricans who were rescued 
by the U. S. gunboat Sacramento 
from Cocos Island, 500 miles south- 
west of here, where they had been 
marooned since last April 15, are “a 
little crazy with happiness today as 
they steam back toward civilization. 

The Sacramento’ is expected to 
drop anchor in Chatham Bay, base 
of the Pacific fleet near’ Balboa, 
sometime today. 

Radio dispatches from the rescue 
ship to the International News Ser- 
vice correspondent here state that 
the three castaways—Capt. Elmer 
Palliser, of “San Diego, Cal.; Paul 
Stachwich, of Huron, 8. D.; and 
Gordon E. Brawner, of Springfield, 
Tll.—Are all in excellent physical 
condition despite being confined for 
six months to a diet of cocoanuts, 
wild pig and fish. 

Their own account of their ex- 
periences, however, discloses that at 
times the marooned men feared 
that the strain of watching for a 
Sail that never appeared until 
chance brought Julius Fleishmann’s 
yacht Camargo to Cocos Island 
might drive them mad.
